Presidential elector •would expect to receive 
the vote of any citizen if he should refuse* 
to disclose the name of the perion for 
whom he would vote for Prexident if 
elected. 
No candidate for tba ^Legislature 


who withho'drf from (he ppop'e fall inform- 
ation for whom he would vote for Senator 
if elected to the Legislature, ia entitled to 
their suffrages. 
By withholding sncb 


information he denies to bis constituents 
the right of choice for Senator. The rnt-ro 
fact that any candidate for the Legisla- 
ture declines to declare his choice for Sen- 
ator, raises the presumption that be in- 
tends to vote for some person wbese char- 
acter and standing are such that he roul'i 
not receive the indorsement of tho people. 
The only poatiblo object a candidate for 
the Legislature can b ive for declining to 
state before election, his choice for Sena- 
tor must be the Acknowledgement on his 
part that the person for whom he intends 
to vote would he repudiated by the people 
and that he could not be elected if he 
should disclose a knowledge of his inten- 
tions.

This attempt at fusion has come 
too late, as it ia much less than fifteen diyi 
to the election. The consequence is the 
Democrats and Populists are cot able to 
get together upon any legal ticket, nor 
back to their original conditions.

Democrats may vote for their electors but 
cannot vote for the Populist eleo ors and 
Populists may vote for thnrown but not 
for the Democrats. There is, in short, no 
way to combmu the tickets."

New Co«i»t Ufhta. 


Additional tests made with the new 


form of coast light devised by Schirm, 
of Berlin, hav<? proved quite satisfac- 
tory. The triads, which were made on 
the coast near the month of the Elbe, 
show the light to be brighter than either 
gas or electricity, while the cost of oper- 
ating ia said to be very small. The ap- 
paratus, with all its accessories, is barely 
seven feet in height and three feet in di- 
ameter, and consists of a blast engine 
for1 driving air through pumice stone 
impregnated with benzine. The benzine 
gas thus obtained is carried through fine 
magnesium powder, and being saturated 
therewith proceeds upward through a 
pipe and is consumed in a small flame, 
yielding a light, it is claimed, of 400,000 
candle power. The apparatus is con- 
trolled by clockwork, and ia inclosed in 
glass to protect U from tho wind and 
weather. The arrangement Is especially 
adapted forgiving an intermittent light, 
the consumption of magnesium being 
small, depending on tho pd\ver of the 
light which may be required in any 
given case. An important advantage is 
also claimed for this apparatus, namely, 
that it can be used without condensers, 
fog arrangements or reflectors, although 
the use of lenses further strengthens the 
power of the ligLt.—Berlin Letter.

Lifting a Railway Station. 


The joint railway companies have suc- 


cessfully completed a remarkable un- 
dertaking- at Frodsham station, Oheshire. 
Complaiuts luive been made for years 
of inadequate platform accommodation, 
and finally it was decided to remove the 
station master's house, booking offices 
and general vailing room some six feet 
back. In order to accomplish the task 
without taking down the structures, ex- 
cavations WMS made between them un- 
til they were supported on large baulks 
of timber. Then came the crucial point, 
whether they would slide into their new 
situation.
